Without a 
single hitch the rioters carried out their 
plaus with thoroughness, with the single 
exception of Messrs. Jardine, Matheson’s

effected. Fortunately there has been no 
loss of life; bnt infuriated men brandishing 
nives mean murder, and had the Paohua 
not been in port there would have been a 
sadder tale to tell.

The newspaper this morning gave us a 
reminder as to what that meant. There 
was one very excellent article supporting 
the object of this meeting, and another 
told us what punishment of offenders meant 
in Chinese eyes. The danger is that if we 
take this step, we are leading ourselves 
into these consequences, I represent a 
mission that bas a great many members in 
the interior, and we do not take the posi-

The Canton Customs District extends (for matters affecting the Marine Department) 
from Hai-ling-shan, 111° 45’ E. longitude, to 114° E. longitude. 

The Swatow Customs District includes that part of the coast which is situated between 
Mirs Point and the Lamocks. 

The Amoy Customs District extends from the Lamocks north to Chinchew, inclusive. 

The Tainan (Takow) Customs District comprises the south and southern half of the 
west coast of Formosa. 

The Tamsui Customs District comprises the north and northern half of the west coast 
of Formosa, | 

The Foochow Customs District extends from Chinchew north to Namkwan. 

The Wenchow Customs District includes the coast from Namkwan to T‘aichow. 

The Ningpo Customs District extends from T‘aichow north to Hangchow Bay. 

The Shanghai Customs District extends from Hangchow Bay along the coast as far 
as the old mouth of the Yellow River, latitude 34° N., and up the Yangtze to the Langshan
